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REMARKS 

The Office Action in the above-identified application has been carefully :onsidered and 
this amendment has been presented to place this application in condition for allowance. 
Accordingly, reexamination and reconsideration of this application arc respectfully requested. 

Claims 1, 4-13, 15-23, and 25-26 are in the present application. It is submitted that these 
claims, are patentably distinct over the prior art cited by the Examiner., and that these claims are 
in full compliance with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. The changes to the claims, as 
presented herein, are not made for the purpose of patentability within the meanir g of 35 U.S.C. 
sections 101, 102, 103 or 112. Rather, these changes are made simply for clarification and to 
round out the scope of protection to which Applicants are entitled. Clmm 24 is canceled Claim 
26 is added 

Please note the present amendment effectively returns the claims to their state as of the 
Notice of Allowance dated April 20. 2005. 

Applicant acknowledges with appreciation the indication by this Examiner that claims 15- 
17 and21 are allowed and that claims 7-13, 18-20, and 22-25 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Independent claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of canceled allc wable claim 24 
and delete the previously added limitations (which are added as new dependent claim 26) and 
should therefore be allowed. Claims 4-6 depend from amended claim I and therefore should 
also be allowed. Claim 1 8 has been amended to eliminate the redundant limitatic n.
